TROOPS IN READINESS 


To Suppress Anticipated Violence In 


Connection with Dreyfus Care 


Rennes, Sept. 5.—As the end' of the 


Dreyfus court-martial trial conies with- 
in sight, the French government is be- 
ginning to display a fear that the verdict 
may give rise to troubles, and orders 
have just been received by two regi- 
ments of infantry and one cavalry regi- 
ment, already within hail of Rennes, to 
hold themselves In readiness -to march 
on the town at the first sign of disorder, 
to occupy all strategical points and to 
suppress manifestations in their incep- 
tion. 


The local anti-Dreyfusard organs, by 


their anti-foreign articles, have already 
singled out foreigners as enemies of the 
country and there is little doubt that 
foreign Journalists will be the first vic- 
tims of 'the violence of the mob—not so 
much Anglo-Saxons as Austrian, Ger- 
man and Russian Jews, who form a ma- 
jority of the press representation of their 
respective countries. 


Monday's session opened rather badly 


for Captain Dreyfus, as a surprise was 
sprung upon the aefenseln the advent of 
an Austrian political refugee, Eugene 
Cernuschi, who came out with a flat- 
footed denunciation of the accused, 
which, even though it may eventually 
prove a pure fairy tal^ is bound for the 
moment to exercise a malignant in- 
fluence upon the French people, who 
have not seen Cernuschi andi are thus 
unable to form a persona.! opinion of the 
man who launched these direct accusa- 
tions against Captain Dreyfus. 


Cernuschi's appearance is undeniably 


against him. Nobody even suspects that 
he Is what he claims to be, a scion of the 
royal Servian house. On the contrary, 
one would take him to be g. groom dressed 
in his best Sunday suit. 


Cernuschi's testimony, which was in 


the form of a letter tc the president of 
the court-martial. Colonel Jouaust, was 
most unequivocal. He claimed that, on 
three distinct occasions, twice in France 
and once at Geneva, he was told by a 
high plaq§d foreign officer that Dreyfus 
had communicated treasonable docu- 
ments to a foreign power. In the third 
instance Cernuschi said that the officer

The second meeting of the league at 


Crescent park was a much greater suc- 
cess than that of Sunday in point of at- 
tendance, weather and surroundings. 
Representath e Democrats from all the 
New Kngland states occupied the plat- 
form he<?!de the announced speakers. 


It was a representative labor audi- 


ence, as the holiday and the other attrac- 
tions of Crescent Park drew the laboring 
men of the district to the spot, and their 
attention to the arguments was evinced 
by the frequent applause which greeted 
salient ponts. 


Mayor Greene of Woonsocket opened 


the session and introduced as presiding 
officer John E. Conley of Providence.

He al- 
luded to his souttiern home, and stated 
that the Spanish war was worth all it 
cost if it has proved nothing else than 
the south will fight for the Stars and 
Stripes as eagerly as will the north 
He argued that unless the policy of the 
government is shanged soon, the repub- 
lic is doomed, and it will become a gov- 
ernment of oppression of the many by 
the few. He praised New England high- 
ly for what it had done for the country, 
but called attention to the fact that 
there were people enough south and west 
of the Potomac and the Mississippi to 
eiect a president without the aid of New 
England.

He claimed that the people of New 


England were greatly fooled by the 
newspapers. He said he represented the 
"man with the hoe," so he could, not be 
blamed for presenting the opinions of 
the fanners. 


New England now has no agriculture 


so its people cannot realize how matters 
look to the farmers who have to till the 
soil for a living. He claimed the farmer 
is discriminated against in Washington 
and robbed of his rights. That New Eng- 
land was driven to manufactures in- 
stead of agriculture was to its credit, be- 
cause it realized that in the latter indus- 
try it could not compete with the west 
and south. 


Mr. Tillman said that he did not blame 


Xe\v England for the policy of wanting 
A-merica for Americans, but he claimed 
that the people of the south and west 
wanted all of the Americans to have a 
finger in the pie. The price of the west- 
ern products is regulated by the volume 
of money, said he, and these people have 
been legislated against in the interest of 
the English and the eastern bondholders. 
The west and south is hedged in by the 
east anc cotnpellea to s>eli their products 
at the market prices of Europe, which 
are lower than those of the east. 


He explained the methods of forming 


trusts, and said that the day when the 
wages in America fall to the level of 
Europe is not far distant if the present 
policy of combinations is continued 
If 


the protective 
tariff which protects 


trusts, but not the people, is c jntinued, 
the result will be that the \vestern farm- 
ers will become so poor that they can- 
not buy the products rff the east and th° 
goose that laid the golden egg will be 
killed. Hi argued that in this event the 
people of New England will have only 
their own blind greed and desire to get 
a dishonest dollar to blame for it.4 


The senator alluded to the attitude of 


the present administration toward the 
colored people of the country and re- 
Viewed the result of the civil war. stat- 
ing that there were a half million graves 
in this country dedicated to the cause of 
freedom and equality for every man, 
and half of them were those of southern- 
ers. He referrred, amid cheering, to the 
oppression of the Filipinos, who 
are 


fighting for the same principles as did 
the American people in 1776. 
In reference 


to Hawaii he claimed that the sugar 
stock and contract labor stock there 
was owned in New England, and the 
New England senators who voted for 
annexation did nothing toward freeins 
the contract slaves -and poor rjegroea 
there from their bondage 


He said that while he believed, and 


always will, that the negro is not the 
equal of the whit? man, still he believed 
in giving him his legal rights, barring J 
the political side. He said the negro did ' 
not know enough to vote, and in South 
Carolina the white people had succeeded 
In disenfranchising them until they can 
road and write.' 


In reference to the Philippine question 


Mr. Tillman asked if it was right to free 
Cuba because Spain was shooting Cu- 
bans to death, how it was to be recon- 
ciled with the fact that the United 
States, who now owned the Philippines, 
was now shooting' the Filipinos to death. 
He said that the arguments now used 
by the administration are the same as 
those used by George III. in thelasi cen- 
tury 
He said that he believed the 


president is honest in his belief that he is 
doing his duty, but claimed that he only 
looked 'at the one fact that the United 
Slates bought the islando from Spain. 
Ho asked where the honor was in the 
Philippines war, and, as the New Eng- 
land people had been accused of having 
a love for the almighty dollar, he asked 
where the money was In It for them. 


He argued that until the American na- 


tion had settled one race problem here, 
It had no right 3C tackle another across 
the Pacific. He claimed that in New 
England the negro was hedged In by 
certain rules, but in the south he has 
full swing. If the people of New Eng- 
land object to the way those in the 
south treat tho negro in the manner of 
lynching him fo r ravishing women, 
they can do nothing absii It, and hi 
claimed that if New England would no; 
do the same- under similar conditions he 
would blush to own a relationship. H<- 
elated that the cegro In the south never 
was and never would be" capable of 
voting. He said that although the south 
had been outlawed by legislation elncr 
tho wur, yet It had paid Its own pro- 
portionate share of the pensions to tho 


WEATHER 
CROP 
CONDITIONS. 


Some Sections Benefited fay Showers, While 


Others Are Suffering From Drouth. 


Boston, Sept. 5.—Following is a state- 


ment of the weather and crop conditions 
of New England, compiled from the re- 
ports of correspondents throughout the 
section for the week ending Sept. 4: 


The weather remamined fair In about 


all sections'of the district. There was, 
however, much cloudiness, especially in 
coast sections, and fog prevailed to a 
large extent. The unsettled weather 
culminated in showers on the afternoon 
or night of the 1st and morning of the 
2d. These were wide spread, falling in 
parts of all the New England states. 
In many instances the amounts of rain- 
fall were plenteous, thoroughly wetting 
the surface of the ground. A few sec- 
tions reported no rain of account. The 
fair weather has been favorable to har- 
vesting, arid, where the ground was not 
too dry, to plowing and fall seeding. 
The weather was seasonably 
warm, 


The temperature was practically a 


continuation of the conditions of the 
preceding week. The average for the 
week was 66 degrees, which is but one 
degree lower than for the preceding 
seven days. It was well distributed 
through the days and nights; except in 
sections where fog prevailed there was 
complaint of cool nights. No frosts ...c- 
curred, so far as indicated by the re- 
ports at hand. 


The average precipitation for the "week 


was 1.01 inches, which was more than 
double that of the preceding week. It 
was, 
however, unevenly distributed. 


In some sections it was in the form of 
copious showers to heavy downpours. 
In others light sprinkles to seasonable 
ahowers, white in a few localities no rain 
fell. 
In sections favored with large 


amounts the drought was effectually 
broken, but for nearly the whole of the 
district rain is much needed. It would 
be of great benefit to late crops, grass, 
pastures, and to operate in connection 
with fall farming. 


Considering the crop conditions of the 


district as a whole, they have materially 
improved during the-past week. Show- 
ers occurred over nearly the whole of 
the district during Thursday or Friday, 
and, 
while in many sections the amounts 


were light, the small amount of water, 
combined with the rnoist, cloudy or 
foggy weather, proved of great benefit to 
growing crops. In a few localities, 
small areas, mostly on highlands, where 
the 
drought 
w~as unusually severe, 


crops, mostly late corn, were past help. 
But, in general, crops were revived and 
improved. In sections \vhere the rain- 
fall was heavy, parts of Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire 
and Vermont, the 


ground was well filled, and grass has 
made rapid growth and is reported as 
looking greener than at any time since 
last spring. In rortions of the territory 
where no ram has tauen corn is drying 
up, without maturing, berries and fruits 
generally are small and damaged, and 
pastures have entirely failed as a source 
of feed for stock. The dry weather is 
also greatly delaying ta.lt- plowing and 
seeding. The scarcity of stock water in 
many sections continues as a matter of 
great inconvenience as well as resulting 
in a marked shrinkage in the milk sup- 
ply. In the forests of Maine great and 
destructive fires are reported as raging, 
due to the long continued dry weather 


J minez' Tribulations. 


Cape Haytien, Sept. 5.—The steamer 


George Groise. with the Jiminez party 
on board, reached Baracoa, the Domini- 
can revolutionary leader expecting to 
take passage there for San Domingo. 
The expedition, however, was detained" 
Jiminez was surprised to find his party 
jailed, apd no order for their release 
could be obtained. The wires being 
down, it was impossible to communicate 
with Santiago. Jiminez was greatly 
disappointed, and said he had positive 
assurance from General Wood that there 
would be no difficulty in procuring their 
release.

showed him documents emanating from 
Dreyfus, and that this officer left France 
hurriedly two days prior to the arrest of 
Captain Dreyfus.

TO MEET SHAMROCK, 


To Columbia Will Pall the Task oi 


Retaining America's Cup. 


Further Trial Races With 


Defender Unnecessaryv 


But Few Changes Will Be Made Before (he 


International Races. 


Newport, R. I., Sept. 5.—Columbia 


yesterday damonstrated that she is the 
peer of Defender, the 1895 champion, by 
defeating- her 10 minutes and seven sec- 
onds, over a triangular course in an 
eight-knot breeae and a smooth sea, in 
the second and last of the official trial 
races for the settlement of a defender 
of the America's cup. 


The contest was a procession through- 


out, 
with the Columbia leading at the 


start by 13 seconds, and gaining on 
every leg of the course. The first leg 
was a distance of 10 miles, and from the 
moment Columbia crossed the line she 
steadily sailed away from her rival, 
going round the first-mark three min- 
u(-»s and 36 seconds ahead. 


The second leg was also* a reach, a lit- 


tle broader than the first, but even if 
Defender did set her spinnaker a mile 
from the turn she dropped two minutes 
and 19 seconds more in the run to the 
second mark. 


The third leg of the triangle was al- 


most dead beat to the finish, the two 
boats making a long hitch clear up to, the 
Narragansett 
shore. 
Columbia mada 


two other short tacks before she fetched 
the line, but Defender, by holding longer 
in-shore, managed to reach the light- 
ship without another tack. Still Colum- 
bia gained, showing that with sheets 
close hauled she is the fastest American 
sailing yacht afloat. On this last leg 
she added four minutes and 23 seconds 
to her lead, making a total for the entire 
course of 10 minutes and seven seconds. 


There will be no more official races, 


that of Monday settling conclusively in 
the minds of the committee which of the 
two boats is best fitted to meet Sham- 
rock. 


In Saturday's race Columbia made a 


good gain on Defendei, running down the 
wind, with spinnakers and ballooners set, 
despite the fact that Defender held the 
breeze longer than her rival, while on 
the windward work that day, the new 
boat also made many minutes over her 
rival. 
Yesterday the two boats were

Fifteen minutes before the start, while 
jockeying for position, the Columbia 
was swung round with sheets flattened, 
so that she held down to an angle of 
nearly 45 degrees; still everything stood 
the strain. 


There was little opportunity for shift- 


Ifcg sails, although at one time the crew 
of Defender were kept pretty busy set- 
ting and taking in spinnaker. On the 
first leg both boats dropped their bal- 
loon staysails which they hoisted at the 
start, and substituted working staysails.

NGLAND or America—which will 
H be? Will I defeat Terry Mc- 
Govern in our forthcoming fight, 


or will he gain a victory over me? Of 
course, I am perfectly certain that I 
shall win, but for all that I have not 
lost sight of the fact that I am going up 
against the hardest proposition I have 
ever tackled in the whole of my ring 
career. On the contrary, I am training 
more carefully and conscientiously than 
ever before, and when I enter the ring 
I shall be in the very pink of con- 
dition. 


Without eny fear or having the pub- 


lic think I am in the slightest degree 
afraid of McGovern, I wish to state that 
never in my life have I been so sorry to 
be obliged to fight a man as I am that 
circumstances render it necessary for 
me to meet Terry in the ring. No one 
will believe I am afraid of him, or why 
should I have traveled 3,000 miles to 
fight him? It is not that at all. But 
McOovern treated me so royally when 
I 1 >idcd in this country, meeting me 
at the pier with a brass band, and fol- 
lowing that up with a grand banquet ir. 
my honor the same evening, that I 
feel toward him as I would to a 
brother and not at all as one is"Suppos- 
ed to regard an opponent. However, he 
has challenged me for the title of cham- 
pion bantamweight of the world, which 
title I now hold, and consequently I am 
in honor bound to fight him. Whe.ther 
I win or lose in the coming encounter, 
should McGovern ever go to England, 
I can promise him that I will do every- 
thing in my power to make his stay 
agreeable and show him that we Brit- 
ishers are not a whit behind you Amer- 
icans in the art of entertaining visiting 
athletes. 


Of course my readers, most of them 


Americans, think that McGovern will 
defeat me, and probably hope so too. 
Nor would I have it otherwise, for I 
have no use for a fellow who doesn't 
stick up for his own countryman in an 
international affair of this kind; but 
all the same I think you will be doomed 
to disappointment at the outcome of 
our meeting. 
From what I know of 


McGovern, he is a fighter who rushes 
in on his man and is all the time boring 
in on him after the style of Dave Sul- 
livan, whom I met and defeated in Lon- 
don before the National Sporting club. 
Now, anybody who has seen me in 
many of my fights will corroborate me 
when I say that a rusher is just the 
style of fighter I like to go up against, 
for in that case I don't have to chase him 
around the ring, but rather allow him 
to wear himself out in trying to get in 
on me to land a blow. 


I have never yet met a man who 


could get near me, and I think I can 
say without any boasting that Terry 
will have to be much cleverer and 
stronger than I think him before he 
can outpoint me or beat down my 
guard. Billy Plimmer, after meeting 
and defeating the best men of his 
weight on this side of the pond, went 
over to England last winter for the ex- 
press purpose of avenging the defeat I 
administered to him in November, 1895, 
when I knocked him out in 14 rounds. 
But he was again doomed to oisap- 
pointment, for, as everybody knows, in- 
stead of his capturing my scalp, I 
knocked him out in 17 rounds. 


Of course I can't give you any idea 


of the tactics I shall employ when I 
meet McGovern in the ring of the West- 
Chester A. C. next month, because I 
don't ever know how I shall fight a bat- 
tle until I face my opponent in the ring 
and have an opportunity to study his 
methods and gauge his ability. If Mc- 
Govern adopts the tactics that he has 
employed in all his former battles—that 
is, rushes in on me and tries to break 
down my guard or allows me to get in 
some blows in the hope of landing 
one that will knock me out—I think I 
can promise him that he will find him- 
self up against a more difficult prop- 
osition than he has yet solved, and he 
may find that I 
^v. hit hard enough to 


knock him out, strong as he "s and 
clever dodger as ho is reputed to be. 


I am being trained by Sam Black- 


lock, who came over from England with 
me for that very purpose. Blacklock is 
regarded as one of the best trainers on 
the other side, and is well acquainted 
with American methods of fighting. He 
trained John L. Sullivan when that 
grand 
old 
warrior fought Charley 


Mitchell in France. Blacklock is an old 
fighter himself, and has fought many 
tiines in the United States. Old timeis 
will remember him well. 
He under- 


stands me perfectly, and I am certain 
of doing my best nnder his guidance. 


When I first landed from the steamer, 


I felt some bad effects from the intense 
heat, but I u:n all right now, and, be- 
sides, it is nevci- very sultry hero at 
Saratoga inke, where the ground is 
high and the climate very similar 
to v/hat I have boon accustomed to in 
England. Most of my training consists 
in taking such exercise as running, 
rowing arid other outdoor sports. Of 
course I punch the bag and do some 
boxing to keep rny eye in, but the major 
part of my v/ork is done on the road, 
so as to g«t tho benefit of the fresh 
air. 


Before I stop I v.'ish to state that al! 


the arrangements for the tight as car- 
ried out by my manager, A. F. Bettin- 
son, are in every way satisfactory to 
me. I could not have chosen two more 
satisfactory officials than George Siler 
Cor referee and Al Smith as stakeholder. 
Eoth are known here and through- 
out England as thoroughly honest jind 
capable men. In fact, everything seems 
to have been done with a view to make 
things pleasant for me.

HOW A CATCHER HELPS FIELDERS. 


"There's a whole lot of difference in 


catchers," says one of the Chicago in- 
fielders. "It makes lots of difference in 
throwing to the plate too. On a hurry 
throw you're liable to get 'em too high 
or too low. On the low ones, if the man 
is sliding, a shifty man can swing 'em 
on the runner. The high throw gen- 
erally loses the man sliding:, if it's at all 
close. When you know that the man 
behind the pad is good on the pick up 
and can finger the dust to get the ball 
and help you out, you don't worry on 
the throw. But if he thumbs it, you 
work to get it up clean, lose a bit of 
time and go on wrong like that.' An in- 
fielder is twisted some when he's drawn 
in for a plate play, and a rangy catcher 
is needed.

"In Aguinaldo's Case Against the 


ITnited States," in the September num- 
ber of the North American: Eeview the 
authorized personal representative of 
the Pilpino leader makes a grave ar- 
raignment against the American people.

and the fulcrum in the Philippines. 
England has set her heart) orh the 
Anglo-American alliance. She is using 
America as a cat's-paw. What she can- 
not obtain by force, she1 intends to se- 
cure by stratagem. Unknown, to the 
great majority of the American peo- 
ple, she has taken the American gov- 
ernment into her confidence, and shown 
it "the glorious* possibilities of the 
East." The temptation has proved too 
strong.

First Came of Alaskan Dispute 


The scene of the original difficulty 


of the Alaskan boundary dispute was 
at the head of Lake Bennett, a body of 
water lying some distance beyond the 
summit of the Chilkoot Pass, 
and 


directly in the line of the principal trail 
into the Klondike. The thousands of 
prospectors who were able to surmount 
the heart-breaking climb of the Chilkoot 
found themselves stopped at the lake 
by Canadian customs 
officers, 
re- 


enforced by the mounted police. They 
were required to submit to customs in- 
spection and payments of duties upon 
their packs. Scarcely any one has not 
been through the experience of jour- 
neying in tho Alaskan trails can fully 
appreciate the meaning of this inspec- 
tion. If there is anything comparable 
to the vexation of unpacking and re- 
packing a Klondike outfit the IClondlker 
does not 
know what it is. A New 


York or a Russian customs house in- 
spection of ordinary traveling luggage 
is play in comparison. Frequently the 
repacking means the insecurity of the 
entire outfit and its loss in the subse- 
quent roughness ot such places as the 
trails below Lake Bennett, or the pas- 
sage through the White Horse Rapids. 


Few, 
if any,, objected so much to the 


amount of the tariff levied, although 
hardly an Item of the outfit escaped, 
and although in some items the tariff 
was considerable of a squeeze. It was 
rather the inconvenience, delay, and a 
suggestion which quickly passed from 
mouth to mouth among1 the prospec- 
tors, that the entire Canadian program 
riad an ulterior motive. There may have 
been nothing whatever in the sugges- 
tion, but it gamed the force that such 
suspicious impressions frequently ac- 
quire In vexed situations, and it has 
since assumed a most vital part in the 
controversies that have been carried to 
Washington, to Ottawa and to London. 


According to the story as told by the 


Americans, there was not only a rigid 
nspection at Lake Bennett, but there 
was also a palpable discrimination in 
'avor of Canadians and persons carry- 
ng outfits purchased in Canada and 
.herefore not «ubjcct to tax. The lat- 
.er frequently were passed through the 
ines far in. advance of their logical 
position, and were enabled to reach the 
gold delete, and begin their search for 
wealth, 
while 
tho Americana 
and 


American-outfitted foreigners remained 
helplessly at Lake Bennett 


u the mlndi of both titc American* 


and the aliens there could have been 
but 
one purpose in ths 
/ course of 


conduct, namely the purely commercial 
one of forcing immigrant* to patronize 
Canadian, jobbers. 


Color was given to this inference by 


both previous and subsequent facts. 
The Klondike rush had hardly set in 
when the Jobbers of British Columbia 
estibU&hed headquarters In Seattle, 
and other American coast cities, and 
distributed circulars setti'mg for the 
amount of money to be saved by pros- 
pectors in buying non-dutiable, or 
Canadian, goods. For sonne reason, or 
other, probably because of the inadapt- 
ability of the Canadian mining tools of 
Klondike service, and because of the 
numerous American inventions in. the 
way of portable foods, the circulars 
were without much effect. Immigrants 
continued to purchase, asi they do to 
the present day, far more extensively in 
Seattle, San Francisco. Tacoma and 
Portland, than in Victoria or Vancouv- 
er. It was presumed, therefore, that the 
traders had made close connections 
with the authorities and had induced 
the customs officials at the edge of the 
Klondike to apply the screws.—Arthur 
I. Street, in Ainslee's Magazina, 


RARE SURGICAL FEAT, 


MEXICAN STREET NAME3. 


!The Contagion From Changes In Ap- 


palling to a, Newcomer. 


The street names of Mexico are some- 


thing really appalling to the newcomer. 
Some years ago the streets of the city 
were renamed systematically, with nu- 
merical avenues running east and west 
and streets north and south, and although 
the new names are promienely posted on 
all the corner houses they are never used 
except in official documents. Every one 
uses the old names. Many of these are 
place names, or streets are named for 
gome occurrence or tradition or for the 
character of the trades that formerly pre- 
dominated in them. The number of names 
is infinitely multiplied because each block 
is regarded as a street and has a sep- 
arate name. 


When the name of a street continues 


the same through more than one block, 
the various squares are designated as 
first, second, third, etc. 
Many of the 


street names seem very odd to foreigners. 
Those named for the deity and religious 
personages are numerous. For instance, 
there is the Heart of Jesus street and 
the street of the Holy Ghost, Ave Maria 
street and the avenue of the Love of 
God. 
Others are tbe street of the Saint 


of the True Cross, the arches of Bethle- 
hem and the Graves of St. Sunday street; 
the bridge of St. Peter and St. Paul and 
the street of the Crosses of Sorrow. 


The street of the Seven Princes may no 


longer be inhabited by royalty, but the 
avenue of Illustrious Men was named for 
real persons. The street of the Lost Child 
derived its name from a popular tradi- 
tion, but the avenue of the Fifth of May 
was named for a famous battle with the 
French. There are a large number of the 
capital's streets named for living things. 
There are street of the Little Bird, street 
of the Fish, Bull street and Goat street 
and streets of the" Flies, Rats and Roost- 
ers. Then there are the streets named 
for various tradesmen, as the streets of 
the Hatters, Tobacconists, Coachmen, 
Milkmen, etc. One short block glories in 
the name of the street of the False En- 
trance of St. Andrew. The alley of the 
Little Candleshop, the street of Heads, 
the street of a Thousand Wonders, the 
square of the Thief are other oddities.— 
Modern Mexico.

She 
was being educated for a house servant, 
and hence was not permitted to roam 
to any great extent. She was busy aboii* 
the big house all day and at night retired 
to the shack set apart for her family.

son, it beciime necessary for the family 
to move into a city. The little negro girl 
was wanted, for she had much skill in 
soothing the childish woes of the heir 
to the estate. So it was decided that she 
must accompany the expedition. From 
the time she entered the carriage to rido 
to the railway station Phoebe Ann was 
in a state of suppressed excitement. She 
sat beside "Miss Amy," as she called her 
mistress, and, with staring eyes, took in 
all that passed without comment.

Operation Stop* Brain of an 
tiontbi' Baby From O»«i*ying. 
A rare operation has just been per- 


formed at Grace hospital, In New 
Haven, to prevent the brain of au 
8-month-old baby from ossifying. 
Thef 


operation was performed by Dr. M. J. 
Adams, head physician at tho hospital. 
The baby Is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Liddell of 114 Mechanic street. 


Mrs. Liddell noticed about .three 


months ago that the babe did not move1 
its left arm. 
She also detected that 


the pupil of tbe left eye was continual- 
ly dilated and that it did not open and 
contract with the change of light. Mr. 
Liddell called in a physician, who dis- 
covered that the left side of the child's 
body was paralyzed, says the New 
York Herald. The physician sought 
in vain to discover the cause. 
After 


treating the child for three months he 
called in Dr. Adams. 


They discovered that the skull of the 


child was not growing and expanding. 
They found that the frontal bone of 
the skull was lapped over the parietal 
bone and that a large deposit of lime 
matter had formed, which caused the 
bones to stick together and to refuse 
to expand as the child's brain devel- 
oped. The result was that the skull 
pressed down so heavily over the mo- 
tor area that it caused paralysis of the 
left side of the body and would in time 
cause complete paralysis of the body. 
In a word, the ossification of the 
child's skull had begun too early, be- 
fore the brain had grown. Such cases 
are rare. They have always resulted 
in producing paralytics. The only way 
to prevent such results is by removing 
part of the skull bones which have 
grown together, thus making room for 
the brain to expand. 


Dr. Adams decided ten days ago to 


perform this operation. He then re- 
moved a section of skull on the top of 
the head. The child stood the opera- 
tion very well, and an improvement 
•was noted in Its condition. Dr. Adams 
was so well satisfied with the result 
that he decided to cut a section out of 
the skull clear across the top of the 
head. This operation was performed 
the other day. The child is doing nice- 
ly, and Dr. Adams believes that it will 
recover. 


In all other respects the baby is nor- 


mal and healthy. Dr. Adams said that 
such operations have been performed 
successfully in a few cases. Dr. Ad- 
ams removed a section of the skull 
about a quarter of an inch in width 
from ear to ear. He does not believe 
that it will be necessary to cut the 
Bknll again, as the frontal and parietal 
bones are now separated so that the 
brain can expand. 


FOR A FLOATING TUNNEL. 


Scheme to Hun Train* Tin- 
der tbe Bosporus. 


What may interest American engi- 


neers Is the fact that the porte has a 
scheme on foot to tunnel under the 
Bosporus. There is an enormous traf- 
fic between the two sides of the Bos- 
porus, and the delay caused by the 
opening and shutting of the bridge of 
boats, which forms now 'the only, 
means of communication, is very trou- 
blesome. A railroad company is now 
constructing its lines on both sides, 
but little real profit is expected until 
the lines can be connected, says the 
Kew York Times. Hitherto this has 
been impossible, as the existing bridges 
are scarcely large enough for the or- 
dinary passenger, to say nothing of, 
the constant interruption. 


Tunneling by the ordinary way is not 


to be thought of, as the water is ex- 
tremely deep, with 20 or 30 feet of mud 
at the bottom. Engineers of this age 
are not to be lightly baffled, however. 
The chief engineer of the porte has 
suggested a means of solving the prob- 
lem. He proposes to suspend or float 
a tunnel at about 35 feet below the 
surface of the water, allowing uninter- 
rupted passage to vessels of the lar- 
gest tonnage. The Golden Horn has 
no tide. 


The tunnel is to be a wrought iron 


tube about ten feet In diameter and 
1,200 feet long. The gradient at each 
end would be 50. It would weigh 
about 600 tons; maximum weight of 
any train, 400 tons; concrete and lin- 
ing, to overcome the buoyancy of the 
tube, 1,700 tons; water displacement, 
2,700 tons. 
Holding down chains of 


great strength will neutralize the up- 
ward strain when the train is not pass- 
ing. It is reported that a Russian fin.-, 
"will furnish the structure. 
What t!,r 


firm has received as a guarantee 01 
payment is not stated.

KILLED ON THE TRACK 


1 he Body of a Tramp Found Horribly 


Mutilated Near Black n'on 


At about 5 o'clock Sunday morning 


the dead body of a man was found on 
the east-bound track of the Fitchburg 
railroad a short distance west of 
Blackinton in the town of Williams- 
town. The discovery was made by some 
of the men on extra, freight train 106, 
which ha-d just left Wiiliamstown in 
charge of Conductor Walter Shepherd 
and Engineer Walter Blackall.

New 
York, Sept. 
14.—Policeman 


O'Keefe was shot through the head and 
chest by Michael Faroelll in Farrelli's 
saloon yesterday. O'Keefe will die. 
FarrelH was arrested after a long chase 
and a desperate fight, In which he made 
further effort to do murder. A mob of 
several thousand petople gathered after 
the shooting and made a determined ef- 
•lort to lyneh the Italian. 


A number of detectives ana jj^pollce 


reserve of 20 men were ordered out. They 
beat baek the mob, and one of them 
sprang a't Farrelli and knocked him 
senseless. The poHce then marched 
their prisoner to the station. The mob 
of s'evera-l thousand wildly excited men, 
women and children surged all about the 
police escort. Twice the police had to 
drnvv their weapons and force the mob 
back, and there were hand'to hand fights 
all along the line. Later Farrelli was 
taken to the hospital. The prisoner's 
wife was arrested for inciting murder, 
she bavirrg given her husband a revolver 
ami told him to fire upon the police when 
they attempted to raid the place. 


There was a riot In Chinatown last 


night, the result of a feud of longstand- 
lifg bef\ve~en the Oriental Benevolent so- 
ciety and the Chu Chung society. The 
streets In that vicinity \^ere blocked With 
a mob of more than 1000 Chinamen and 
others, and a number of the Mongolians 
used revolvers and blackjacks. When 
. the rioting was at its height 'two score 


policemen and a number of detectives 
put in an appearance and had to do a 
lot of cluiibing before the mob was dis- 
persed, and the prisoners, which they 
marip, marched to the police station. 
Charley Lee, a Chinaman, was stabbed 
in the abdomen and will die. Rounds- 
man William McCluskey was shot 
through the . thigh. Chung Lou was 
stabbed In the arm, while two other 
Chinamen who were shot were taken 
away by their friends and concealed in 
one of the many Chinese quarters near 
the scene. Twenty-one Chinamen were 
arrested. 


Thomasf J. Larkin, who served through 


the campaign with the Eighth regiment, 
TJnHe'd States' volunteers, was shot last 
n'lght by his brother, Richara Larkln, at 
their home on East Thirtieth street. The 
woumled man is now in Bellevue hospi- 
tal with a chance of recovery. Larkin 
was intoxicated when'he did the shoot- 
Ing, which was the result of Jealousy be. 
cause*of his brother's popularity. 


Three Italian barbers, Gieuseppi Saele, 


his brother Gian and Gluseppi Guagento, 
engaged in a fight in front o'f 1S5 Eliza- 
beth street, with the result that all are 
In 9t. Vincent's hospital suffering from 
stab wounds. Gian Saele received a cut 
on the neck, which it is said will prove 
fatal, but the wounds of the others are 
not serious. The trouble arose out of 
negotiations for the sale of the Saele 
Bros.' barber shop to Guagento.

ford, Conn., Who outlined the principles 
of Democracy, ot bimetallism and1 of th« 
league wWlch had arranged the series of 
meetings. 


He was followed by Judge Tarvln of 


Kentucky and Congressman Lentz of 
Columbus, O. Mr. Lentz's sarcastic 
reference to President McKinley, his ar- 
raignment of the Philippine war and his 
eulogy of Aguinaldo as one of the great- 
est men of the century were applaudld 
without stint. 


Said Mr. Lentz: "I ask whether it is 


not fair to ask if Mr. Reed has not re- 
signed because he refused to help in 
carrying- on this unjust war. I believe 
that this will eventually result in the 
murBer of Aguinaldo, who is one of the 
heroic figures of this generation." 


There was prolonged cheering when 


ex-Governor Altgeld of Illinois was in- 
troduced as the concludihg speaker. Ow- 
ing to the fact that his address in New 
York on Labor day is to be devoted to a 
detailed discussion of the monetary 
question, he simply dealt in generalities 
at the meeting. He said in substance 
that for years the people west of the 
Alleghan-ies have looked with reverence, 
toward New England. It has been the 
New England brains, ideas, literature 
and standards that have shaped the des- 
tines of the republic. It has looked for 
a few years as though their sons were 
to lower the old New England standard 
and as though they were going to forget 
the traditions of their fathers and bring 
everything down to low, sordid basis. 
He said, however, that; he was glad to 
learn that this was a mlsiake, and that 
a mighty host has arisen which will keep 
alive the feeling of liberty in old New 
England. 


There was a period in New England 


history, said he, when the mills and fac- 
tories were running day s£nd night and a 
market was found for everything that 
was made. Then the people were all 
employed at living wages and were 
prosperous. The west was able to buy 
everything the east made and in return 
the east bought all that the west pro- 
duce'd, and the American home con- 
sumption was equal to the home produc- 
tion. The volume of money in the world 
at that time, said he, was twice the 
amount in existence today, because sil- 
ver was issued at its proper ratio and 
had its proper place in the monetary 
plane. 


Mr. Altgeld then described the act 'de- 


monetizing silver and spoke in detail of 
the effect upon the markets and the 
condition of the country and the people. 
He touched upon the relative value of 
the two metals and argued that no peo- 
ple has ever asked to have the world's 
volume of money reduced, but this was 
in reality the result of the act of 1873, and 
aft the world is now asking to have the 
volume restored. 


The speaker argued that, the remone- 


tization of silver would afford an op- 
portunity for the wage earners to have 
more money to spend and thus op_en up 
markets at home which would utilize to 
the fullest extent the products of the 
country. He said that not a slngfe re- 
spectable argument can be found for the 
gold standard. The present monetary 
policy is bad and unjnet. It is a great 
wrong and the American people are go- 
Ing to rigtft it. It is not in the power of 
every one to prevent the final remone- 
tizatron of silver. A philosophical money 
is one of the things which will come with 
the result of the present movement, and 
the people of today do not realize the 
great advancement in civilization which 
is to come as the result of their work. 


At the close of the governor's address

Father and Two Sons Killed. 


Enfield,' Me., Sept. 4.—Albert Curtis, 


aged 62, and his two sons, John L,. Cur- 
tis, aged 31, and Herbert, 25, lost their 
lives at the bottom of a well here. The 
well had become filled up with debris 
from burned buildings. John Curtis 
started to clean the mouth of the well.

his home. A bullet hole Just above his 
right temple showed how he took his 
own life. The body had evidently been 
in the water at least two days.

De-Fond-Lamotte Shows That 


He Does Not Fear Clique. 
i' 


uives Evidence Which Dreyfusards Think Puts 


Verdict Out ol Doubt; 


Paris, Sept.' 4—The great topic now is 


whether Dreyfus will be convicted or ac- 
quitted. All unprejudiced observers as- 
sert that not a particle of evidence has 
been submitted to prove Dreyfus' guilt, 
and that he should therefore be acquit- 
ted. 


At the same time !t is realized that 


tremendous forces are arrayed against 
him and that the most powerful influ- 
ences will be brought to bear to secure 
his conviction whether innoocent or not. 


Dreyfus himself feels that he has been 


fully vindicated, but yet he does not 
feel absolutely sure'of the judges. Many 
feel they are prejudiced beyond redemp- 
tion. Dreyfus' feeling is shown by his 
statement made Saturday: "My case is 
won and my innocence is established be- 
fore the tribunal of history." 


Elation is the only word that expresses 


the feelings of the Dreyfusards after 
Saturday's proceedings. The tide has 
turned at last, they say, and Dreyfus 
cannot be condemned after the evidence 
given. 


The spirits of th.e Dreyfusards are 


Quite mercurial. Every day since the 
opening of the trial has seen them rise 
or fall; and recently they have been 
falling heavily, the close of the sessions 
generally finding them in anxious con- 
versation, 
accompanied by ominous 


shaking of their heads. The present 
buoyancy, therefore, is all the more note- 
worthy. Friday was a fairly good day; 
but Saturday's session, they claim, puts 
the verdict out of doubt and the judges 
must acquit Dreyfus. 


Major Hartman of the artillery occu- 


pied nearly half the session with the 
conclusion of his expert evidence to the 
effect that Dreyfus, as an artillery offi- 
cer, would not have displayed such ig- 
norance regarding guns and brakes as 
was shown in the bordereau, while the 
other subjects of the bordereau were 
matters upon which any ^f|cer could 
inform himself. Major Hai unan's testi- 
mony practically stood uncontested, as 
neither General Deloye nor General Mer- 
cier, who re'plled, refuted any material 
point therein. 


M. Havet, a member of the institute, 


then entered upon the grammatical as- 
pect of the bordereau, and in vigorous 
language devoted himself to showing 
that the construction of the bordereau 
bristled with strong and, in his opinion, 
conclusive marks of Esterhazyy's handi- 
work, while the phraseology bore no re- 
semblance to Dreyfus' style. 


The next stage of the proceedings was 


the reading of the Gonse-Picquart cor- 
respondence exchanged at the time Col- 
onel Picquart suspected Esterhazy, and 
wanted General Gonse to probe the mat- 
ter to the bottom. This brought Maitre 
Labori to the front, and in a series of 
questions, he brought out sharply before 
the court th» machinations of which 
Colonel Picquart was the victim at the 
hands of the major from the moment 
he showed a desire to thoroughly sift 
the matter. 


Maitre Labori for the first time got 


General Gonse to admit that he ordered 
the tampering with Picquart's letters, 
in order, as he said, to ascertain Pic- 
quart's doings while he was chief of the 
intelligence bureau. A little later Maitre 
Labori evidently disconcerted General 
Gonse, for the latter blurted out that 
Lieutenant Colonel Henry committed 
forgery Ui order to have fresh proofs 
against Dreyfus. The audience smiled 
audibly at this explanation. General 
Gonse apparently meant the Panizzardi 
dispatch which has already been ruled 
out of court. Maitre Labori protested 
Indignantly, exclaiming, "There are no 
such documents," and then asked Gen- 
eral Gonse to enumerate the documents 
to which he alluded. Colonel Jouaust, 
president of the court martial, however, 
declined to put the question, whereupon 
Maitre Labori said he reserved to him- 
self the right to submit a formal appli- 
cation for these documents. 


Then came the leading witness of the 


day, M. Do Fond-Lamotte, a probationer 
contemporaneously with Dreyfus, who 
is now a civil'engineer, and so has no 
reason to fear the wrath of the military 
clique. The witness opened by declar- 
ing that, despite the fact that he had a 
brother in the garrison at Rennes, he 
came to tell what he knew In favor of 
Dreyfus; and he proceeded to make a 
statement, 
which, " according to 
the 


Dreyfusards, practically decides tha 
case. First he recalled the fact that a 
circular was sent to the probationers on 
May 14, 1894,'informing them that they 
must not go'to the manoeuvres, thus 
showing that the man who wrote the 
bordereau in August and said: "I am 
going to the manoeuvres," conld not be 
D'-eyfus. The witness then pointed out 
that none of the ministers, who he be- 
lived, acted in good faith, were informed 
of the existence of this circular, which 
he declared, "I consider a vital point in 
the case." ; 


"This circular," he continued, "shat- 


ters the prosecution, because after May 
17 Dreyfus conld not say "I am going to 
the manoeuvres," for then he knew he 
would not go, while prior to Mas 17 he 
could not have known the five documents 
comprised in the bordereau." 


M. De Fond-Lamotte then brought out 


another strong point. Alluding to the 
modifications of the disposition concern- 
ing the troops, he said the writer of the 
bordereau used the term "new plan." 


"Now," said the witness, "it has been 


impressed upon you that on Oct. 15 a 
circular was sent out from the war min- 
istry containing those very words, and *| 
that, th«reefore, the writer of the bor- 
dereau must have been an officer of the 
ministry. But one thing has struck me: 
Who sent out that circular? It was tha 
third bweau, tlte chief of which wns 
Lieutenant Colonel Du Paly De Clftm, 
who had had the bordereau in his hands 
for the previous 20 days." 


M. De Fond-Lamotte by this Intended 


to show that De Clam purposely used 
the words .".New plan" in the circular j 
ordered by what the witness describee r 
as "Arguing in. a vicious circle to back 1 
up his contention that an officer oof \.ha 
ministry wrote the bordereau and that • 
that officer was Dreyfus." 


General Koget then rose to reply to M. 


De Fond-Lamotte, but found he had 
caught a tartar. He did not succeed In 
shaking the witness' testimony, while 
Ba. De Fond-Lamotte took the unprece- , 
dented course of actually questioning 
General Hoget and getting the better of 
him once or twice. The two men stood ' 
exchanging: heated arguments, totally . 
Ignoring Colonel Jouaust, who was t\vlc« I

did ask such permission. To this Roget 
replied, "I don't know; no trace has been 
found of his application." This answer 
brought a chorus of "Ohs" from the au- 
diente, because, had Dreyfus asked, 
traces would easily have been forthcom- 
ing. 


Roget.then said that Dreyfus might 


have asked verbally, in which case no 
trace of his application could be found." 
"Quite so," rejoined Maitre Demange, 
"but the head of the bureau could be 
asked whether any such request was 
made." This practically ended the ses- 
sion, which was one of the most interest- 
ing and undeniably the most favorable 
to Dreyfus yet held. 


The military witnesses followed the 


evidence'with all" their eyes and ears, 
exchanging confidences, which, judging 
from the expression on their faces, were 
evidently far from agreeable.

BOSTON IN ITS INFANCY'. 


Even In Swndilline Clothes It Was 


Bigger Than Its Neighbors. 


Physically the Boston of 1804 really 


deserved the name which The Hague 
bears today. They say that The Hague 
5s "the largest village in Europe;" Bos- 
ton was the largest village in New Eng- 
land. The great ruilway system was m 
its infancy. The town kept up its com- 
munication with the rest of the world by 
a capitally organized system of sailing 
packets, sloops and schooners, which con- 
nected it with Halifax, Baugor and 
Portland on the northeast, with Hartford, 
New York ancl Baltimore, Richmond 
and Albany on the west and south. 


For New England this side of Con- 


necticut river and Kennebec river great 
wagons drawn by fine teams of horses 
brought down the scanty produce of the 
farms,, or the potash, and even fur, from 
the woods. The teamsters, who remind 
one o£ the captains of caravans in tno 
east, came to anchor in certain large 
sheds on the "neck" which united oifl 
Boston to the mainland. 
They poured 


ont their corn for their horses to eat, and 
for themselves, in an "hourly" stage, 
rode into the business psrt of the town 
to inquire of their consignees where tbe 
I ts of butter or the boxes of potash 
were to be delivered. 


The millionaire of the day, after his 2 


o'clock dinner, walked ont to the back of 
his house and smoked his cigar under a 
pear tree in hib own garden. If his wife 
thought shu would like to go to ride in 
the aJternoon, he sent to a great wooden 
stable in the neighborhood, which, with 
its appurtenances, covered perhaps acres 


How tbe Gallant Twentieth Went to 


the Flrluff Line In the Darknei* 
and When Day Dawned Charged 
the Enemy So Vigorously They Had 
to Be Called Back. 


i Just previous to relinquishing the 
command of the First brigade of Gen- 
eral MaeArthur's division, preparatory 
to entering the Second Beserve hospital 
to undergo an operation for an old In- 
jury received in the campaign with 
Garcia, General Frederick 
Funston 


gave the following account of the most 
dramatic scene of the Filipino insur- 
rection, says the St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat's Philippine correspondent, writ- 
ing from Sail Fernando under date of 
July 18: 


i At the time referred to—the night of 
Feb. 4 and the two days succeeding— 
'the now famous little general was the 
colonel of the Twentieth Kansas regi- 
meiit of volunteer infantry. His regi- 
men* was quartered in the Binondo dis- 
trict of Manila, h^s own residence be- 
ing about three blocks away from the 
building used as regimental headquar- 
ters. Prefacing his account with the 
plain and positive statement that all 
of the American forces had firmly be- 
lieved for weeks that war was inevita- 
ble and sure he continued: 


"For some days previous to this time 


the 
insurgents 
had almost hourly 


grown more insulting in speech and 
daring in manner. The conflict so soon 
'to occur had been neaxly precipitated 
on the 2d by an insurgent officer with 
a detachment of about 40 natives—all 
armed and very druak—attempting to 


;pass the line held by ihe Nebraska reg- 
iment. On that occasion only the tact 
and soldierly attitude of Colonel Stots- 
enburg prevented a fight. But to come 
[to the night of the 4th. Thrice chal- 
lenged and told to halt by a sentinel 
near the Santa Mesa bridge, a party 
of four armed insurgents attempted to 
force our lines and establish an out- 
post actually within our territory. It 
was about 8:30, and as a good soldier 
boy obeying orders that man of the Ne- 
braska fired, and fired to kill, and the 
fight was on. The Nebraskas, having 
re-enforced their line, awaited results. 
They had not long to wait—perhaps 30 
minutes. As they stood in the deepen- 
ing darkness from across the river 
broke out a long horizontal sheet of 
.flashes, marking for a brief instant the 
'line of insurgent trenches. Volley fol- 
lowed volley with deafening crashes. 
'A desperate attempt to cross the bridge 
'over the San Juan and in the imme- 
diate front of the Nebraska was soon 
'made by the rebels and • very nearly 
succeeded. 
They were checked only 


,when well near our side. I had just 
gone to bed when 
Major Metcalf 


knocked on my door and said: 'Colo- 
nel, it's on! It's on!' To tumble out, 
strike a light and hastily dress took 
but a very few moments—all except 
the dressing—I couldn't find oae boot. 
You would think a man could find a 
boot in a lighted room in two sec- 
onds. I'm afraid that I was some- 
what excited. It found, I called the 
'orderlies to saddle <he ponies, and, go- 
|ing out on a rear balcony of my head- 
quarters with the major, far away to 
the east and working to the north we 
could 
hear 
the 
pac-oww-pac-oww, 


Ithat unmistakable double report of 
Mausers. As -we stood, even for that 
brief while, the pops grew Into a dull 
;roar. My own regiment, though quar- 
tered In town, maintained a strong out- 
,post of 70 men on tbe Caloocan road, 
and I felt that in but a short time they, 
too, would be engaged. 
The horses 


brought, down into the street we clat- 


j >tered. And strangely quiet and desert- 
! ed that street was—not a sound, not a 


I r-tive—all gone—in hiding. The three 


short blocks to the regimental head- 
quarters required but little time. There 
we found the regiment under arms, 
the men laughing, joking and all im- 
patience to move. 
They had stood 


much in those last weeks, but that had 
been a personal grievance. 
Now it 


'was the nation that was being made 
^.target. Taking two battalions, we 
broke Into column of fours and took 
up the route to our previously desig- 
nated positions. 


i "The men continued to chaff and 
'comment and were positively gleeful. 
They couldn't be kept quiet. Their 
leagerness was unbounded. 
Arriving 


near our outpost the firing that had 
gradually crept toward our front from 
away off on the right broke out ahead 
of us. We could hear Captain Clark 
with the greatest coolness giving his 
commands for volley firing, and then 
sst! spat! The bullets from the enemy 
sped by or landed in nipa huts. It was 
odd how quiet had crept over the men, 
and it crept so quickly, too; no more 
laughter—now it was business. But 
their eagerness was not abated, and

The first barricade. was rushed and | 
taken, the men going right in on top | 
of the rebels, and the second, 150 yards . 
farther on and not hitherto seen, we

also assaulted, and when the resulting 
slight confusion had been overcome we 
prepared to treat an insurgent block- 
house to our left' front in a similar 
manner, but just then we received per- 
emptory orders to withdraw. We had 
got ahead at too rapid a gait, and we 
went reluctantly back to our former 
position. 
Reassembling in fours, we 


took up this return Tiparch, and then I 
had the most distinct shock of any 
that I have experienced during the 
campaign. 
The navy reopened fire, 


and a shell—a shrapnel—seemingly as 
big as a bucket, struck within 50 yards 
and to the right front of the head of 
the column. Exploding with a terrific 
crash, it literally swppt with its frag- 
ments and bullets a path across our 
very route. How-we escaped, for it 
was right on top of us, I shall never 
even hazard a guess, but we did escape. 
For that matter the whole night had 
been a period of great and good luck 
in casualties, for during the first ad- 
vance in column up that narrow street 
under Mauser and artillery fire and all 
the subsequent long hours of waiting 
for the day to come not a,man had 
been touched. It was marvelous, but 
It was fortunately true. 


"Once back 
from 
out the navy's 


range, we took up our position of the 
night before, and the rest is another 
chapter of what I fear will—indeed, 
must—be a story of many volumes be- 
fore 'the end' can be written. 


"There were some humorous things 


that I recall as having occurred that 
night. One was thejeermg of the men 
as a shell would go sailing high over 
their heads, and their yells, borrowed 
from baseball, of 'High ball!' 'Get 'em 
down, old man; get 'em down!' But 
tbe night itself is a memory more 
vivid, more lurid, than any other ex- 
perience that I have ever undergone."

says the Kansas City Times, 


"The bubonic plague came to India 


from Hongkong in the fall of 1890 and 
has raged there since," said, tbe mis- 
sionary. "Its place of origin Is thought 
to be in the interior of China, and it 
has long terrorized Asia. It may reach 
the Philippines, although I haven't 
heard of its having done so. There 
Is no danger of the disease spreading 
to the United States or Europe, as it is 
chiefly the lack of sanitation that has 
caused it to thrive in Asiatic hinds, 
and there it has attacked very few Eu- 
ropeans until recently. Strict quaran- 
tine and cleanliness constitute suffi- 
cient protection against it. 


"The course of the fever runs In 


about 20 weeks, and at the end of that 
time the glandular swelling, 
from 


which the malady takes its name, 
bursts, resulting in death. The tem- 
peramre of the patient rises to 107 or 
109 degrees, and sometitnes dissolution 
results so quickly thftt the victim drops 
lifeless in the street. The percentage 
of fatalities is very large. Out of GT 
cases 61 proved fatal, and in another 
instance I recall 57 out of 59 persons 
stricken died. 


"For the week ended March 15,1890, 


when I left India, there were 2,411 
deaths all told in the city of Bombay, 
and of these not over 50 were due to 
natural causes. It is difficult for the 
health authorities to get exact, figures, 
as the natives conceal the facts. Since 
the beginning of the plague in Bombay 
more than 75,000 residents have died, 
and its inroads have progressed in 
spite of tbe efforts of eminent physi- 
cians from all parts of the world and 
the various commissions appointed by 
the British government to find some 
adequate remedy or preventive. 


"The only thing that has as yet been 


found to combat the plague is inocula- 
tion with a serum developed in France. 
The Hindoos insist on funeral serv- 
ices according to their ancient rites, 
and, these being denied them, they se- 
crete dead bodies and seek to burn 
them according to their custom. To 
them the future happiness of the de-' 
parted depends on the funeral. 
The 


Mohammedans also object to the work 
of the municipality in striving to abate 
the disease, as the followers of ths 
prophet object to their women being 
seen by foreigners, and this militates 
against the work of the European phy- 
sicians. The fire worshipers allow the 
vultures to devour the dead, and the 
exposure of the remains has been 
largely responsible for the spread of 
the plague. It is well known that the 
appearance of dead rats is an indi- 
cation tfiat the fever germ is in the 
house, and when a lifeless rodent is 
found tbe house in which it dies is va- 
cated and the inmates sent to the 
segregating hospitals. 


"Many more men than women have 


been stricken, and the preponderance 
of widows is rapidly growing. This is 
proving a source of great distress and 
hardship, as where the family of the 
dead husband is not able to keep the 
widow as a drudge she is > sold or given 
away. This, however, holds true only 
among the high caste Hindoos. Others 
are permitted to remarry. 
Many of 


the poorer classes are sent to the de- 
tention hospitals, and while away their 
houses and all belongings are burned 
by the municipal agents. When the 
natives return, they are reimbursed, 
but few apply for assistance, and the 
result is great distress. An impression 
has gone forth that the famine In In- 
dia has contributed to the plague's 
virility. This is not the case. 


"The plague has not invaded tho 


poverty stricken districts. I fear that 
there will be a more general famine In 
India this season than last. From a 
letter I received recently I learn there 
had been no rainfall when the missive 
was written, and I have seen no ac- 
count in the telegraph reports of an^ 
precipitation since It was mailed. If 
no rain should fall during the usual 
^eason, the drought will cause a loss of 
ell crops. In many places there is not 
enough drinking water, not to speak of 
bathing. The danger from the plague 
and famine is becoming more acute, 
and Europeans are not able to cope 
with the stricken. While many of the 
natives are willing to assist the great- 
er number cannot be trusted, thus 
throwing all the responsibility on the 
Englishmen there. The missionaries 
are doing good work in assisting the 
authorities."

end of which it is believed that the of- • 
fender has paid the penalty for his or 
her sin. 


Blaspheming and using bad language ia 


punishable by absolute starvation for 
two days. 
Assault, drunkenness and 


other serious sins call for four days' star- 
vation for one week, three days' starva- 
tion for the second week, two days' star- 
vation for the third week and one day's 
starvation in the fourth week. 


All sins are' punished with starvation. 


For that reason crime is very low among 
the Caribs, who are among the best be- 
haved and most truthful pen^'c In the 
world.

Water Supply Increased 


One of the heaviest showers of the 


season sweyt over this part of the 
county Sunday evening, doing a great 
deal of good and a great deal of dam- 
age. 


The day had been oppressively hot. 


There was a good bree2e< from the 
south, but the air was so hot and so 
surcharged with humidity that the 
least effort was productive of profuse 
perspiration. 
Late in. the afternoon 


signs of a shower appeared in the west 
and at about 5.30 o'clock the rain be- 
gan to fall, the lightning to Hash and 
the thunder to roar. At first the rain 
fe-11 gently, but the shower lasted for 
an hour and a half or more, and at 
times the rain fell in torrents. 
But 


the remarkable feature of the storm 
was the wonderful electrical display, 
which was one that has not been ex- 
celled in this section for years. From 
the beginning to the end of the storm, 
and even after it had floated away to 
the east, the heavens were in a con- 
stant blaze and the peal 
of thunder 


was incessant. Another noticeable fea- 
ture of the storm, in this city at least, 
was the absence of wind, which is 
usually hiih in storms of this char- 
acter, but in North Adams there was 
very little wind at any time, and most 
of the time the rain fell as gently as in 
a May drizzle. This, however, was not 
the case in all places. 


No damage of any consequence was 


done by lightning in this city. 
The 


smokestack of the pumping station on 
Ashla.nd street was struck and a few 
courses of brick were knot-Iced off. 


The street railroad trolley wire was 


struck and parted and all the cars on 
the line were stalled for about an hour. 
But other places were not so fortun- 
ate. 


Forest Park Pavilion Destroyed 
The storm did great damage at Ad- 


ams and vicinity. 
The rain, poured 


down in torrents and flooded the streets 
and sidewalks. 
The damagre to the 


main streets and moi'itain roads was 
such that much labor and. money will 
have to be spent in order to make re- 
pairs. The lightning especially played 
havoc. A bolt struck the handsome 
pavilion at Forest park, and before 
anything could be done by the firemen 
the building was burned to the ground. 
Nothing was saved. It was built of 
Georgia pine and was the gift of W. 
B. and C. T. Plunkett to the town. It 
was the finest building of the kind in 
the vicinity and was a very popular 
place for dances and outings. It was 
built in 1896. 


Wood's Barn Burned 


While the pavilion at Forest park 


was burning the large barn on Henry 
Wood's farm in East Cheshire also 
went up in flames, having been struck 
by lightning. It was out of the fire 
district limits- and nothing- could save 
it. All of Mr. Wood'si hay and grain 
and most of his farming: lia's and a 
cow were burned. 


At South "Williamst'own the Idle-wild 


barn was struckfcand the roof was con- 
siderably damaged, though the build- 
ing was not set on fire. Four men were 
in the barn at the time and one of 
them was prostrated, but not seriously 
injured. 


Small T. r inflc In Cheshire 


During the severe thunder st<nun of 


Sunday afternoon, a 
small 
tornado 


passed over a section of the village of 
Cheshire, unroofing and blowing over 
several buildings and breaking off and 
prostrating quite a number of fruit and 
shade trees. It did not extend over 
one-third of a mile and was not over 
200 feet wide, and 100 feet north or 
south of its course, which was from 
west to east, there was no wind what- 
ever. 


The storm covered a large territory 


and reports of damage by wind and 
lightning come from many quarter. 
It produced a radical change in tem- 
perature and replaced the torrid heat 
of summer with the bracing atmos- 
phere of autumn in a very short space
